It will be noticed that the Japan- 
ese are supplied with very adequate 
and liberal medical’ medical service, 
and General Taylor speaks ‘n glowing 
terms of the devotion and bravery 
displayed by the bearers in bringing 
wounded men in under fire.

It 
will be remembered that during the 
late South African war the S!, John 
Ambulance association supplie! up- 
wards of two thousand trained order- 
lies for hospital work, and that the 
Red Cross society contributed more 
than three million dollars’ worth of 
supplies for the sick. 
to think what would have been the 
fate of the sick and wounded with- 
out this adventitious aid. We ought 
in this country to devetop these so- 
cieties, especially the ambulance as- 
sociation as a reserve for the army 
medical corps. for trained orderlies 
cannot be improvised at a moment's 
notice.
